Electoral votes for La Follette 13 

Electoral votes in doubt.... 97 

In my judgment, 282 votes may 
be regarded as a probable mini- 
mum for Coolidge. I¢ he receives 
no more than that number he will 
win by a majority of thirty-three in 
the electoral College. 

The chances are that his total 
will go above 300 electoral votes, 
and I should not be surprised if it 
touched 350 or 360, while a land- 
slide would send it‘even higher. 


DAVIS CHANCES 


The developments of the last 
week have not changed my judg- 
ment that in any event Davis can- 
not win. The only question remain- 
ing concerning Davis is whether he 
will run better or worse than Cox 
in the debacle of 1920. 

The possibility that La Follette 
-will get enough votes to deadlock 
the election and project it into 
Congress etill lingers in the reck- 
oning. It is conceivable that’ this 
will happen. So ,far as the pros- 
pect can be Judged from surface in- 
dications it is not going to happen, 
but the superficial aspect of the 
situation may be misleading.

A total of 198 tuhercular 


patients were placed in, sana- 
torlums by the Los Angeles 
Tuberculosis Association during the 
period from July 1 to the Ist iInat.. 


according to a report of the asso- 
ciation's secretary which was made 
public yesterday. 

In addition the association sent 
112 persons to clinics in this 
period and gave information rela- 
tive to ita activities to 642 others. 
A total of 116 children had opera- 
tive work done under the associa- 
tion's supervision during this 
period, the report shows. 

The association also conducted 
an intensive educational campaign 
during the three months. Numer- 
ous conferences relative to clinics.

FOXES AND FIREBRANDS 


Government has never been popular with the lawless. An ancient 
brood in a new disguise is seeking the limelight in America, It is a 


‘| shifting sieve which has lost the good wheat of citizenship and retained 


the cockle and chaff from the various discontents of the country. These 
—e are racial, economic, industrial, social, financial and po- 

cal. 
This element specializes in the accumulated grouches of decadent 
discontents. Many of its followers are manifestly fonder of fuss and 
fury than of facts. Some are sincere, but misled by demagoguery. Its 
Absaloms are past masters in double diplomacy. —. 

It is not a movement of mind, but a plain stampede, and mostly 
of the loitering curbstone crowd.

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start a conflagration against the Constitution. That is demagoguery 
diabolized. It is the base betrayal of the friendly hands that lifted 
him to power. What would he substitute for the Constitution? He 
would substitute a wild guess for a certainty. He and his crowd would 
substitute “ved” for the Red-White-and-Blue. They would dismantle 
our American Temple of Liberty and make it a rendezvous of 
lawlessness. 

A number of these foxes and firebrands were pointed out ina 
timely letter by Judge Benjamin F. Bledsoe, published yesterday in The 
Times. In that séarching letter he has done a service for every reader. 
In it he lifts up a standard for the people. We have fallen on perilous 
times when such firebrand flingers as Roger N. Baldwin, John Haynes 
Holmes and others of their kind can gather an audience. 

Here is a Baldwin firebrand which he throws among the wheat 
fields of our civilization: “I would say on behalf of the entire commit- 
tee, that all of them believe in the right of persons to advocate the 
overthrow of government by force and violence.” Yet this man lives 
by the mercy of the government he would overthrow. He has a spirit 
that would stab the heart of the friend that feeds him. The pity is that 
there are so many deceived persons to.cheer when these firebrands are 
flung by these enemies of our faith and our flag. 

Judge Bledsoe points out another firebrand dropped in our fields 
by the hand of Holmes. Here it is: “The tragedy of the American 
flag is that men are still willing to fight and die for it.” Then with a 
blasphemous spirit this man Holmes says, “I hope and pray for the 
time when men won't fight and die for the flag any more than they will 
for the flag of a city or a State.” Yet if some storm of disaster were to 
tear off his roof, he would be the first of the family to seek shelter un- 
der the folds of the American flag. It takes more than the three letters 
“Rey.” to hide the infamy of such a man. Indeed, to allow people to 
write that abbreviation of respect before his name only accentuates 
the shame of him. 

And, living in the days of the Nineteenth Amendment, as we do, it 
is but fair that Judge Bledsoe quote, at least once, from “The female 
of the species.” He quotes a line from a letter he received from her, giv- 
ing her name as Mrs. Kate Crane Gartz. In that letter she said, “No 
country, or property or government is worth the sacrifice of one God- 
given life.”

TAX BURDEN INCREASED 
“Tt is a fact that tne tax rate 
invariably increases more rapidly 
than the rate of intrease of taxa- 
bie property, because of the in~ 
creasing vbligations placed on 
government with higher develop- 
ment of social life. It may be 
seen, therefore, that the enactment 
of the water and power act will 
not decrease the tax rate, but will 
merely serve to shift taxes now 
paid by users of electricity to the 
shoulders of.other members of so- 
ciety. With the enactment of the 
act it may be expected, for these 
reasons, that the tax rate on re- 
maining taxable property will be 
increased instead of decreased. 
“The studies of Fred T. Fowler, 
formeriy United States District 
Forester of California, show the 
potential water power for the State 
of California to be 9,655,900 horse- 
power, of which 5,908,000 horse- 
power is located north of the San 
Joaquin River and 3,747,000 horse- 
power south of the San Joaquin 
River.

“In addition to this water-power 
development, there has been de- 
veloped in the northern part of the 
State, 254,000 horsepower in steam 
plants, while in the southern part 
of the State there has been devel- 
oped 460,000 horsepower in steam 
plants, making a total hydroelectric 
arlé steam capacity in the northern 
part of the State of 908,000 horse- 
power and a total of 136,900 horse 
power in the southern part of the 
State, or a total developed horse- 
power in the State, including steam 
and hydroelectric, of approximate- 


ly 2,000,000 horsepower. 

“Subtracting the developed 
hydro-horsepower of the northern 
part of the State from the total 
potential water power in that sec- 
tion leaves an undeveloped water 
power in the northern part of the 
State of 5.254.000 horsepower. A 
similar calculation for that part 
of the State south of the San Joa- 
quin River would leave 3,071,000 
hydraulic horsepower undeveloped. 
For the entire State, the undevel- 
oped water power amounts to 
8,325,000 horsepower. 


GIGANTIC COSTS 

“Bome idea of the cost of de- 
veloping this vast amount of wa- 
ter power can be obtained by a 
comparison of casts of the exist- 
ing systems in the, State. At the 
present time there has been in- 
vested in the State of California 
in hy@roelectric and steam systems, 
a total of something over $600,- 
000,000. The water-power element 
of these systems amounts to 1,330.- 
600 horsepower, bringing the re- 
sultant cost per horsepower of wa- 
ter power developed to $460,000

hundreds of miles from where the 
water was being used. The per- 
sonal touch, the personal under- 
Standing that exists between the 
officers and stockholders of mutual! 
water companies, and is of such 
value in successful irrigation, 
would be lost and irrigation would 
be under bureaucratic contro! of 
the State, and such control has 
never proved efficient. Those who 
started the movement for the Wa- 
ter and Power Act, before they ask 
the people of this State to turn 
the water of the State over to them 
to play with, should first show 
where they have made any suc- 
cess in either the development or 
use of water; and before they 
come to you with a proposal! to 
turn over to them the water you 
have developed and are success- 
fully using and at a cost to you 
Jess than this politically appointed 
State board could do, should con- 
vince you that they can do these 
things for you better than you 
can do them for yourselves. 

“Will this act provide you with 
any more water? Have not you 
and other stockholders of mutual! 
water companies made’ the best 
use of the available water in your 
territory? If there are other sec- 
tions of the State that need fur- 
ther water development, is it not 
better for those desiring the water 
to make the development as you 
have done and certainly at a cost 
as low as the State could do it? Is 
it advisable for you to assume your 
proportion of this proposed vast 
indebtedness for the purpose of 
securing water for other sections? 
The laws of the State fully provide 
for the organization and financing 
of irrigation projects locally and

British radio amateurs are able to 
copy signals from amateur sta- 
tions im al! radio districts of the 
United ‘States, gccording 
ter received by the American Ra- 
@io Relay League from Gerald 
Marcuse, honorary of 
the transmitters section of the 
Radio Society of Great Britain. 

The growing interest in interna- 
tional amateur communication de- 
veloped through Mr. Marcuse’s 
Statement that British amateurs 
had been asked to listen for signals 
of Egyptian and Indian operators, 
this being the first indication of 
the presence of telegraphing ama- 
teurs in\either of the two countries 
mentione These operators will 
use, ively, the code words 
Egypt and ‘India. 

Mr. Marcuse said that he was 
at hie station three days a week, 
Thureday, Saturday and Sunday 
in an attempt to communicate with 
amateurs in North America, at 
which times he uses pure continu- 
ous wave on 100 and 115 meters 
for transmitting.

Coolidge succeeded to the Presidency upon the death of 
President Harding'in San Francisco. 

The oath of office was administered by his own father in 
2 lamp-lighted room in the Coolidge farmhouse. The extreme 
simplicity of this solemn ritual and the homely scene in which 
it was enacted symbolized the fundamental democracy of 
Merican institutions and became one of the dramatic episodes 
President Coolidge assumed his 
greater responsibilities calmly and with a steady hand. Public 
confidence in him was fully demonstrated by the universal rec- 
ognition of his ability to meet the situation. 

His first message to Congress dispelled any doubts that 
may have lingered as to his positive grasp of national and in- 
ternational conditions. He bespoke order, productivity and’ 
prosperity at home and peace and amity abroad. He stressed 
the need for greater economy, and still greater economy. 

With expressed regret, but refusing to be turned from his’ 
course by sagen or political considerations, he vetoed a bill 
providing for an increase in the pay of postal employees. He 
Said this increase was just and should be given, but only 
through proper channels and after provision had been made to 
care for it by an adjustment of postal rates. He vetoed the 
bonus bill. It was repassed overt his veto, but without pro- 
vision for its enactment. He immediately instructed members 
of his Cabinet to provide emergency funds to put it into effect. 

In hjs address last Thursday to the members of the United 
States’ ber of Commerce in Washington President 
Coolidge again mentioned the necessity for economy in gov- 
ernment—and commented on the difficulty of obtaining it. 

‘ “A considerable, but disorganized number of people exist,” 
said, “who are willing to talk about economy in public ex- 
penditure. There are a very few who, in addition to talking 
about it, are willing to vote for the actual practice of economy. 
To my mind, the practice of public economy and insistence 
upon its rigid and drastic enforcement is a prime necessity.” 

Coolidge is temperamentally frugal. He knows the sacri- 
fices which the man of moderate means must make if he is to 
rise above debt and attain self-support. He learned the austere 
lesson of spending less than he earned as a boy and as a young 


man. 

When Coolidge was Governor of Massachusetts he did not 
own an automobile. The Governor and his family lived in a 
small cottage for which t paid a monthly rental of $35. 
When he became Vice-President and moved to Washington 
he did not forsake.his.simaple mode of living. He continued to 
live within his means. ‘He found it necessary to purchase an 
automobile in order to journey to and from the Capitol, where 
he presided over the deliberations of the Senate. 

“The Vice-President of the United States for the first time 
in his life owned an automobile. It was a Ford. Coolidge is 
not niggardly or stingy; he simply adhetes to the old New 
England creed that it is wrong for a man to spend more money 
than he earns. He has applied this principle to the adminis- 
tration of public affairs. 

ON INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS 


This. sketch of the high points in thecareer of — 
must of necessity be brief and must inevitably fail to supply 
a complete picture of the man and his works. He has unequivo- 
cally dedicated himself to co-operation in any sensible move- 
ment to banish war, establish friendly relations between na- 
tions and stimulate foreign and domestic trade.

FILIPINO GIRIS SERIOUS 

“The Filipino girl is just as fond 
of beads, bracelets, scarfs, para- 
sols and trinkets, as any American 
girl. but I UDelieve she has more 
serious ideals. She preserves her 
health, not merely for the sake of 
beauty but so that her children may 
have a proper physical heritage. 
She does not feel it is a hardship 
or a badge of serfdom to attend to 
the matters of her household or 
to minister to the wants of her 
husband with her own hands, but 
she gives her service with love. I 
am speaking, of course, of the well- 
to-do, well-educated Filipino wom- 
an who can afford servant. 

“As I was born and reared and 
educated in Manila, the customs, 
costumes and native villages of the 
islanders in the Sulu Archipelago 
were just as new and strange to me 
as they would be to a native Cali- 
fornian. The costumes of the Moro 
country people, espécially their 
head dresses, show traces of the 
old Moors, from which they take 
their name. 

One of the most picturesque 
tribes of the archipelago are the 
water gypsies. They live in’ gay- 
ly decorated boats and never come 
ashore except to sell their wares, 
fish, shells and baskets, which 
they weave. They cruise about 
from one smell! isiend to another, 
and it ie said that women are 
born, rear “amil'es and die on 
these boats without ever having 
set foot on land. as it is the men 
who do the fishing. marketing and 
treding. The women wear the 
clothes the men take to them. and 
they know not the joys of shop- 
ping. When a boy baby is born 
his feet are dipped in the sea to 
show that he takes possession of 


it. 
MARRIAGE CUSTOMS 

“Bome of the marriage customs 
of the land dwellers are quaint 
ana picturesque. A bride seldom | 
attends her own wedding. She is 
arrayed in her’ wedding garments.

Angeles on the backs of elghteen 
Indians, the task taking several 
months for completion. 

Mre. Sabichi recalls that there 
was almost no drunkenness in the 
olden days, although there was 
plenty of wine and out-of-door 
amusements. The popular pas- 
times were exhibitions of horse- 
maneship and beautifully carved 
saddles were the pride of the rid- 
ers. She says that there were few 
of the graver crimea, only now 
and then a little banditry—"‘noth- 
ing like the banditry of these mod- 
ern days.”

A SERGEANT HAS NOTHING TO 
DO, AND A PRIVATE TO DO 
IT FOR HIM 


Sergt. Joseph Eros, United States 
Army, has nothing whatever to do, 
and an enlisted man to do it for 
him. That situation, as any buck 


private would testify, is as close to 
heaven as any sergeant has a right 
to hope to get. 

Sergt. Eros commands the gar- 
rison of Fort Mansfield, a sea coast 
fortification a dozen miles east of 
New London, Ct., at Watch Hill, 
R. Ll. Furthermore, he and the 
one private, Harry Dell, constitute 
the whole garrison. 

To plant the soles of his garri- 
son shoes on he has ninety-six 
acres of reservation—forty-eight 
acres for each foot. To shelter his 
head he has no lees than twenty- 
nine buildings, including officers’ 
quarters, barracks and hospital. 
He has an extensive system of wa- 
ter works and sewers, a network 
of macadam roads and a good half 
mile of granolithic walk along the 
ocean front. He has a large parade 
ground to march on: an elaborate

To defend himekelf, his private 
and his country, he has three bat- 
teries of eight-inch guns, two 
emplacements of rapid firers, a 
mine central station and emplace- 
ments for mammoth searchlights. 

Of course, he also has certain 
responsibilities. As sole authority 
in the fort he is commander, per- 
sonnel officer and materia! officer. 
He is rpetual officer of the day 
and officer of the guard. If he 
should find it necessary to go into 
action he would be fire commander, 
support commander, mine eomman- 
der, communication officer, range 
officer, battery commander, signal 
officer, ordnance officer, observer, 

lotter and gun pointer, unless he

British and continental buyers 
are rapidly turning to larger, bet- 
ter-bullt motor cars as more econ- 
omica! in the long run than the 
light, underpowered cars that have 
been popular overseas. This is the 
opinion of H. M. Jewett, president 
of the Paige-Detroit Motor Car 
Company, as expressed in a letter 
received late last week by J. M 
Sterling, manager of the Paige 
Company of Southern California, 
Paige and Jewett distributors. 

This deduction is made as a re- 
sult of an extensive study of ex- 
port conditions which involved 
sending representatives into every 
country in Europe, Mr. Sterling as- 
serted. 

“It surprised me.” wrote Mr. 
Jewett to the head of the Southern 
California distributing concern, 
“to learn that registrations in Bel- 
gium increased from 30,000 to 67.. 
000 cars in the last two years. One 
eannot appreciate this unless he is 
familiar with the cobblestone 
streets so frequent in that country. 

“In Belgium, as in many con- 
tinental countriés, roads and pave- 
ments are so poor that light care 
fail to stand the punishment. It 
is significant that in Sweden the 
authorities refuse any motor ve- 
hicle as a public carrier if it 
weighs leas than 2500 pounds,”

HISTORIC WALL PAPERS. Nancy 
MeCieliend. With a foreword Hepri 
Cleuset. The J. B. Lippincott Com- 
pany, Philadelphia. 

A handsome quartolume con- 
taining twelve color plates and 245 
other illustrations, with a folding 
chart of periods. 

In it the development of wall 
paper is traced by authority on the 
subject, who follows its history 
from the beginning to the intro- 
duction of machine printing. The 
scope of the work has been limited 
to this period in the belief that it 
is more valuable to contribute in- 
formation about the remote and 
obscure events of walipaper thise- 
tory than about those recent 
enough to be generally availiable. 

After stumbling through the ex- 
perimental stage the first makers 
of wall paper began to realize what 
important functiuns this new prod- 
uct was capable of performing. 
Their initial serious attempts were 
to produce something that should 
be an imitation of tapestries and 
woven stuffs. For this we know 
they used wood biocks in place of 
the earliest stencils, an ingenious 
invention of gum-like varnish in 
place of printer's ink, and chopped 
woo! to create the effect given by 
the looms. 

Wall papers in the guise printed 
cottons followed these paper tapes- 
tries. The new imitations were 
largely influenced in design by the 
importations of Chinese papers and 
eastern stuffs, which brought fresh 
sources of inspiration into the west- 
ern world. By the simple method 
of printing the outline from wood 
blocks and filling in the colors with 
stencil patterns wall-paper makers 
imitated these designs and adapted 
them to new ues. 

But paper was capable of still 
transformations. In the 
hands of Reveilion and the artists 
of the eighteenth century, who per- 
fected printing in color from wood 
blocks. paper was made to imitate 
decorative painting and brought te 
the highest point of technical ex-| 
cellence. The transition to epoch

SHE KNEW CHINA’S PRINCESS 


Widow of German Diplomat in Peking Saw Manchu 
Dynasty Crumble; Addresses Local Women 


After thirteen 


in Los Angeles. 

Mme. Metzelthin talked to the 
members of the Santa Monica Bay 
Women's Club yesterday afternoon 
and showed some of the many gor- 
geously embroidered costumes that 
came into her hands at the time 
of the Chinese revolution. 

“Just as the nobles in Ruasia 
disposed of precious jewels, laces, 
furs and objects of art.” said Mme 
| Metzeithin, “so did the’ aristocrats 
in China rid themeelves of all evi- 
dence of their noble heritage. Many 
of these costumes have been fam- 
lly h®irlooms for generations, but 
when the revolution came and the 
Manchu dynasty became a memory 
it was imperative that they go in- 
to. alien hands for safekeeping. 
Some of them were sold to dealers; 
those who had foreign friends hur- 
ried precious possessions into their 
care. Very few of the original 
owners escaped death, even though 
they disguised themselves as cool- 
les and mingled with the 
people. 

GIrTts FROM PRINCE 

“A number of the costumes I 
have were gifts from Prince Tuan 
Fang to my husband, or wefe giv- 
en by the princess to me. ot 
from the Prince, understand?” she 
smilingly explained, “as any gift 
from him to me would have been 
consit4ered highly improper. Gifts 
in China are made from the wom- 
en of ine iamiy to oth®r women, 
never from men to women.” 

The goddess of fortune must have 
waved her wand over Mme. Met- 
selithin's head when she was very 
young and said: “This one shall 
travel in far landa.” <As a child 
she received her early education in 
Roston: while on a trip aproad 
with her parents her mother died 
Parise, and the father took the 
little gir! to Berlin, where she at- 
tended school until she was I7 
years of age.

INTERESTING FACTORS 

“Our graphs present severa) in- 
teresting factors, which affect the 
situation, and show the movement 
in commerce and business 
November, 1922. Curve A is a com- 
posite of the index numbers 
eleven business indicators used by 
the Department of Commerce. 
Pig iron production, 
bituminous coal production, ce- 
ment ehipments, cotton consump- 
tion, unfilled steel orders, net 
freight ton miles, wholesale prices, 
average price of twenty-five § in- 
dustrial stocks, sales of mail or- 
der houses, exports and bank 
clearings outside New York City. 

“Curve B shows pig iron produc- 
tion. Curve C presents the floor 
space represente“ in building con- 
tracts awarded. These three curves 
are based on 1913 averages. Curve 
D shows the ratio of work pro- 
jected to contracts awarded. It is 
based on 1.50 as a normal ratio. 
Though the chame is gradual, 
there has been an evident slacken- 
ing in all iines of business as may 
be seen lu curve A. This is, how- 
ever, very emall and shéws the 
trend rather than any iow or 
peak.

USEFUL INVENTIONS 


A big staff of research chemists, 
investigating the metal at the Na- 
tional Physical Laberatory at Ted-’ 
dington-on-Thames, England, has 
made several valuable discoveries 
in a new aluminum alloy. One of 
the chemists says that aluminum 
has been slowly replacing copper 
in electrical undertakings, particu- 
larly for high-tension cables, and 
the discovery will help it to replace 
it much quicker. This alloy is both 
cheaper and of higher conductivity 
than copper, weight for weight. 


In a recent paper on the sun as 
a source of power C. Le Roy Meis- 
inger records that in certain sub- 
tropical regions, where coal 
scarce, such as Egypt. the Punjab, 
and the Karoo of South Africa, 
teakwood boxes, blackened within, 
fitted with giass tops and properly 
insulated, have been found to reg- 
ister from 240 to 275 deg. Fahr., in 
the middie of the days, and with 
the addition of an anxiliary mir- 
ror, to reach even 320 deg. These 
boxes are used as ovens for cook- 
ing. as well as for many other 
purposes.

The total value 
of contracts this year for factories, 
power-houses and other industria! 
buildings; banks, office bulidings, 
hotels and apartment houses will be 
/$1,175,000,000, the survey report 
/estimates. The 1923 total was $1,-

Contracts 
of construction have failed, says 
poo report, to catch up to the actua! 
needs of the country. The con- 
struction industry, owing to great 
increases in costs, must find a new 
normal to substitute for the 1913 
pre war standard of comparision. 

Comparing general averages the 
report shows that industrial and 
commercial buildings contract to- 
tals, had construction gone forward 
at the total rate for 1913, would 
| be $9.000.000.000 for the eleven 
years. Actually, the total t# $142,- 
000,000,000, which sum includes an 
inflation of 66 per cent in costs 
over the entire period. 


BUILDING I8 HEAVY 

. Construction other than that of 
industrial and business buildings 
has moved forward at a conserva- 
tive rate. There ise much room for 
development in thia division, which 
includes water works, sewers, 
bridges and other public worka. 
Had this branch of conetruction 
moved forward at the rate estab- 
lished by the 18913 totals, the re- 
port further shows awards to date 
would total $5.400,000,000. Con- 
tracts awarded in the eleven years 
total This is an 
annual increase of & per cent. 
Since 1921, the annual gain has 
been 12 per cent. Charts accom- 
panying the report show § that 
building construction generally has 
been heavy since 1918. The hey- 
day was m 1916 to 1920. In 
the latter year alone, the value 
of industrial building contracts of 
$25,000 and more totaled to $482,- 
600,000, as comparéd with $40,- 
000,000 in 1913. The slump in 
1921 wae abrupt. the total drop- 
ping to $114,000,000. In 1913 to 
1915, the yearly average was $60.- 
000,000. To date, keeping to av- 
erages established early in the 
eleven pears’ period covered in the 
survey, the building cost totals 
would be $1.100,000,000. The ac- 
tual cost tote! for the period will 
come to $2,424,000,000. 


WAR CAUSED SIA MP 

“The war was largely responsible 
for a slump in industrial bulldin 
in 1919-1920," the report says, “bu 
it has nothing to do with the fact 
that for the last four years such 
bulld averaged annually four 
times the 1913 values. Before the 
war, contracts for commercial 
buildings averaged %180,000,000 a 
year. At thie rate, they would be 
due to reach now, at the end of 
the eleven-years’ period, a $3,000,- 
000.000 total. The actual total is 
$4,144,000,000. This class of builld-

further states, “but Federal gov- 
ernment work has followed a re- 
markably flat chart curve, except 
for the peak in 1917 and 1918.

The Mt. Wilson road is nine and 
one-half miles jong, and has 144 
turns of more than 90 degrees. 
Many of its hairpin switchbacks 
rise at the rate of i7 per cent, 
according to the Gervin Grade Met- 
er used to measure them. A rise 
of 4636 feet in nine and one-helf 
miles, means an average of 10 per 
cent for the total run--a second- 
gear work for the average car, 
while 17 per cent pitches compel 
most cars to go into low gear. An 
average climb of 142 feet per min- 
ute for thirty-two and one-half 
minutes ig enough to thoroughly 
try the sooling powers of any car, 
yet the Easex radiator was so cool 
at the summit that ites driver placed 
his cheek against it.

The average yield per acre of bar- 


4,526,520 running bales had been ginned 
prior to October 1 in the United States. 

Lettuce growers this year have stretched 
their planting over a much longer period 
than usual. This has been due to the uncer- 
tainty of the amount to be planted in 
Southern California as well as an usually 
hot fall. Planting of the fall crop in Ari- 
zona Was expected to be finished by October 
15. Approximately 4000 acres will represent 
the area devoted to the early crop. Some 
growers experienced trouble in securing 
stands, especially on the earliest planted 
tracts. The acreage of winter planting for 
spring harvest will depend largely upon 
natural conditions at planting time and the 
demand of the markets. 

Generally over the Stater rdnges were in 
poor condition on October 1. Fifty-seven re- 
ports from well-informed cattlemen gave 55 
per cent of normal as the average. Cattle 
are holding up well considering unfavorable 
range conditions being reported at $1 per 
cent of normal. Sheep ranges were great- 
ly benefited by rains early in September 
and as a result the condition of sheep has 
increased 2 points, being reported at 82 
per cent of normal compared with 80, the 
figure reporfed a month before. 


Citrus Problems to Be 
Subject of Study 


WHITTIER.—The proper treatment of 
citrus trunk and root diseases is becoming 
recognized as a most important practice in 
Southern California and the industry is in- 
debted to Dr. H. 8S. Fawcett of the Citrus 
Experiment Station for the working out of 
satisfactory methods of control. Dr. Faw- 
cett has been secured to discuss these meth- 
ods and the general problem of disease con- 
trol at the Extension School in Citriculture, 
to be held at Whittier during the week of 
October 27 to November 1. Lectures will 
be given by Dr. Fawcett on Tuesday after- 
noon, October 28, and on Wednesday morn- 
ing at the Whittier High School, where the 
sessions will be held. Two field demonstra- 
tions have also been provided, one for Wed- 
nesday afternoon and the other for 
Thursday afternoon. Dr. Eliot Coit, Prof. 
Robert W. Hodgson, Farm Adviser Knowles 
Ryerson, and Assistant Farm Adviser V. F. 
Blanchard will assist in conducting these 
demonstrations. 

All the important phases of the handling 
of citrus soils wil be covered at the school 
by lectures and field demonstrations. W. 
R. Schoonover, citrus specialist of the Unt- 
versity of California, will talk on soil fertil 
ity on the opening afternoon, on orchard 
cultivation Thursday morning, on adobe 
solls Friday morning and on fertilization 
errors Saturday morning. W. M. Merts 
will discuss cover cropping on Friday morn- 


a a and frost hazards in citrus culture 
will come in for considerable attention at 
the School. Meteorological conditions con- 
nected with freezes will be discussed on 
Thursday afternoon by Floyd D. Young;

ment of Agriculture experiment station 
here affords an excellent flustration of 
what water and efficient farming can so 
complish under loca! soil and climatic con- 
ditions in the production of Odiversified 
crops. -Comprising forty acres of land that 
was used only for grazing until about three 
ears ago, the government farm is now high- 
ly improved and planted to many kinds of 
crops. The purpose of the local station is 
acclimatization and adaptation of crop 
plants, and a great deal of valuable work 
has already been done along these lines, 
especially in cotton and alfalfa. In fact, 
Kern county attribytes cotton 
industry to the foresight efforts of W. 
B. Camp, suprintendent of the 
selecting proper varieties and’ 
cultural practices. 

The forty-acre farm is plotted in an inter 
esting manner. For experimental purposes, 
the entire acreage (with the exception of 
the farmstead) is laid out in small plots 
each comprising one-tenth of an acre. These 
plots are planted to various kinds of plants 
under observation by the government ex- 
perts. With the acreage so divided, com- 
parisons of yields and other data are easily 
obtained and compiled. 

A great deal of work is being done with 
cotton at the present time and much land 
is being given over to the crop. This work 
is mainly in the selection of pure seed, 
principally through rogueing. While all 
cotton seed planted in Kern county is of one 
variety, government investigators at the 
local station have found that plants of medi- 
um height which have many branches pro 
duce the most bolls. Mr. Camp and his as- 
sistants rogued a great deal of acreage out- 
side the station this year in Kern County 
and this will be depended upon for next 
year’s seed. A cotton gin has been erected 
at the station and ,the pure seed will be 
ginned there to preclude any danger of it 
becoming mixed with inferior strains, which 
usually happens in a commercial gin. 

Many plots have been planted to alfalfa 
and several interesting facts concerning the 
crop and its cifiture in Kern county have 
been discovered. Other experiments with 
summer cover crops are being carried on 
with benefit to Southern San Joaquin Val- 
ley growers. Sugar beets are being tried; 
out to see how they will produce in Kert 
county. 

Other studies are in progress on irriga- 
tion to ascertain the amounts of water need- 
ed to produce certain crops in this locality. 
A big nursery plant is maintained, where an 
expert is working on propagation and root- 
stock problems. Of particular interest to 
vineyardists is a plot of grapes which have 
made phenomenal growth this year. in 
April the vines were cut back and grafts 
made, The grape plot is planted to many 
varieties all grafted on phylloxera resistant 
rootstocks. 

The station headquarters, with five dwell- 
ings, a large barn, corral, cotton gin and 
pumping plant with reservoir, is very well 
planned and beautifully landscaped. Fiow- 
ers and shrubs have been used in abundance 
and the lippia lawn makes the farmstead 
at once attractive and livable. Mr. Camp 
advocates lippia for lawns in Kern county, 
as it does not require cutting, and when 
flooded often, makes a beautiful and easily 
cared-for n. 

The office building is of adobe construc 
tion, as is the latest bungalow erected for 
one of the station staff aad family. Such 
construction, Mr. Camp believes, is best 
suited for climatic conditions in Southern 
San Joaqun Valley, for the buildings are 
cool in summer and warm in winter. 

There are seven men engaged in the sta 
tion work in addition to Mr. Camp. They 
are doing special work and every one has 
his particular line—irrigation study, plant 
breeding, pest control work, etc. An ef- 
ficient gardener is largely responsible for 
the well-kept appearance of the station. 

H. A. Jastro of the Kern County Land 
Company donated the land for the station 
and the Kern County Board of Supervisors 
was generous in financial aid to get the 
farm started, Judging from results so far 
obtained in benefit to growers of this re 
gion, both have been amply repaid.

SPRAYING FAVORED 


POMONA.—Because of some of the re 
sults obtained through the use of miscible 
sprays in fighting citrus pests and because 
of the unsatisfactory results that have been 
obtained in this district, especially during 
the past several years, through fumigation 
of some of the groves, there is a strong 
feeling current among many local citrus 
growers that there should be a thorough 
investigation of spraying for the control of 
black and other scale pests of citrus trees. 
In the earlier years of fumigation a rather 
crude but effective method of using potas- 
sium cyanide im pots was employed, but 
this has been changed so that at present a 
warm gas, generated from sodium cyanide, 
is introduced from outside the tent covering 
the tree. But with the rapid evolution of 
fumigating methods there hae been a lack 
of equal development in efficiency accord- 


groves would have to be fumigated only 
once every two or three years, it has be- 
come necessary to treat them once or more 
annually, entailing a burdensome expense 
on many growers. Two of the leading loc 
al growers of oranges, Bisberry Reynolds 
and Allen Towne, who have large acreaces, 
have purchased complete spraying outfits 
and are using them to the exclusion of fum- 
igation.

SPRAYING FAVORED 


POMONA.—Because of some of the re 
sults obtained through the use of miscible 
sprays in fighting citrus pests and because 
of the unsatisfactory results that have been 
obtained in this district, especially during 
the past several years, through fumigation 
of some of the groves, there is a strong 


investigation of spraying for the control of 
black and other scale pests of citrus trees. 
In the earlier years of fumigation a rather 
crude but effective method of using potas 
sium cyanide im pots was employed, but 
this has been changed so that at present a 
warm gas, generated from sodium cyanide, 
is introduced from outside the tent covering 
the tree. But with the rapid evolution of 
fumigating methods there has been a lack 
of equal development in efficiency accord- 
ing to some growers. Where formeriy some 
groves would have to be fumigated only 
once every two or three years, it has be- 
come necessary to treat them once or more 
annually, entailing a burdensome expense 
on many growers. Two of the leading loc

The wealth that annually goes through 
Hongkong runs into hundreds of millions of 
dollars. The foreign imports are about one- 
third of a billion dollars a year, and of 
these $85,000,000 worth comes from Great 
Britain and ite colonies. The city steadily 
grows. It has trebled its size since J passed 
through here in 1900, and it is now as large 
as Baltimore or Boston. It is growing ip 
manufaftures, and with the new era in 
China it will continue to gain as a trade 
center. 

My last visit to Hongkong was in 1910. 
Since then a railway has been Duilt from 
Kowloon, a suburb on the mainiand, to the 
great City of Canton; and thiw road is to be 
@ part of the trunk line running north to 
Hankow, which is 600 miles up the Yangtse- 
Kiang. The concession for that railway 
was given to Cal Brice and other American: 
capitalists, but it was sold back to China. 
It will some day be one of the most profit- 
able railways of the workKd. A large part of 
it has already been constructed, and al- 
though, owing to the chaotic conditions in 
China, the work is now stopped, it wilt some 
day be completed, and we shall then have a 
through freight and passenger service from 
here to Peking via Hankow and from there 
by new railroads to all parts of West China. 

Eventually the whole empire will be tribu- 
tary to Canton and Hongkong. This is espe 
cially true of the regions south of the 
Yangtse, which have a population of 160,- 
000,000. It is also true as to much of the 
Yangtse Valley, which has 200,000,000, and 
in fact to all China. The seizing of this 
strategic point in the trade of the Far East 
is only one of the many evidences of John 
Bull's acquisitive genius.

The poor of Manila 
are well-to-do in comparison with the poor 
Chinese of Hongkong. There wages are 
three times as great. The people live bet- 
ter, they dress better, and the money taken 
from them in taxes goes to build up parks, 
schools and amusements for the public.

1 have received several communications 
concerning an article I wrote some time 
ago dealing with the use of antiseptics for 
washing baby’s eyes and mouth. 

There are a few things that ought to be 
made clear concerning antiseptics. In the 
article written, the free, promiscuous use 
of antiseptics such as boracic acid etc., 
were condemned where n6 condition of dis 


health exists, antiseptics do not act as 
preventatives against disease; if anything, 
under such conditions, they act as irritants 
and producers of disease. 

In its broadest sense, antisepsis is vir- 
tually nothing more than the most rigid 
type of cleanliness, and this department 
most assuredly indorses cleanliness. To ob- 
tain this, however, it is not necessary to 
resort to drugs. Water and perhaps a 
mild soap is all that is necessary; while 
for body openings such as the eyes, nose. 
mouth, ete., the secretions present in these 
orifices are ample for nature's protection 

Even though I am in general opposed 
to the use of antiseptics, there is one prac- 
tice In vogue by all obstetricians and ac- 
couchers that is justified. even though a 
fairly strong antiseptic drug is used. 

The law of California makes it obligajory 
on the part of every physician, midwife. 
or other person delivering children, to 
wash the infant's eyes with a mild solution 
of silver nitrate or argyrol, which is a pro- 


times, especially when unclean or stale 
solutions of these antiseptics are used, 
mild irritating infection takes place, with 
discharge of pus and some inflammation of 
the mucus membrane of the eye. Even 
though this infammation frequently occurs. 
the practice as a whole is a wise ond and 
is justified by the conditions present in our 
life today. 

Sixty per cent of our adult population 
have had venereal disease and ah immense 
number of mothers have been infected by 
husbands who thought themselves cured. 

When the mother has been infected, the 
passage through which the child must come 
is thoroughly saturated with disease-pro- 
@ucing bacteria. It has been conservatively 
estimated that 90 per cent of the cases of 
blindness at birth are due to veneral in 
fection from mother to child. Since the use 
of eye-washing antiseptics these cases have 
almost disappeared. 

It may be true that most women are not 
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of anticeptice «ye washes when ta bora
